Skies, meanwhile, cleared until

few clouds were strung 
I across the blue—nearly a perfect 
day to watch the ascent of the 
rocket. 
By the time the delay was over, 
clouds had knitted into a thick, 
gray roof over the cape at about

Henson Outlines Steps Required for 
Junior College at Kiwanis Meeting

Steps which would he required 
to get a Junior College for Harris­ 
burg and the advantages and dis 
advantages of such a program were 
outlined to members of the Harris­ 
burg Kiwanis club last night al the 
Masonic temple by Eltis Henson, 
principal of the Harrisburg Town­ 
ship high school. 
Much interest has been s h o w n in 
a Junior College program and the 
Kiwanis club has as one af its proj 
ects support for such a program. 
Steps which would have to he 
taken were listed by Mr. Henson as 
follows: 
l _ T h e board of education must 
request the State Department of 
Education to assist and must indi 
cate an interest in the project; 
2—Survey must be made for the 
poential students and there must 
be a sufficient number to support 
a Junior College; 
3 
A vnta must he taken after 


the survey is made and a vote must 
he set up on a tax rate. 
Mr. Henson stated there should 
he a minimum of IOO students and 
preferably IOO to 200 for a strong 
Junior College. 
These could come 
not only from Harrisburg, hut the 
other high school districts in the 
area. 
It would be a big step, Mr. Hen­ 
son stated, with additional instruc­ 
tors. library, laboratory and sup­ 
plies needed. 
It might be taken 
care of at the high school, but it 
is difficult to mix high school and 
Junior College levels in the same 
building, he said A separate build­ 
ing for the Junior College would 
be an attraction for possible stu­ 
dents. he added. 
The possible cost would be high 
at first in setting up the program. 
The probable per capita cost would

Bomb Locked Only 
Fuse Necessary for 
Atomic Explosion

South Carolina town 
al the head of a seven-man die* 
aster control team trained spe­ 
cially to cope with nuclear acci­ 
dents. 


The 
bomb’s 
trigger 
exploded 
when the bomb plowed Into the 
earth 
in 
railroadm an 
Walter 
Gregg’s hack yard. 
Th# 
blast 
bored a hole 35 feet deep and 90 
feet wide in the ground. 
Gregg and five members af Me 
family were injured. 
I Jetted by Accident 
The Air Force sped a decon­ 
tamination team Into town 
but 
eased the fears of the populace 
later by announcing there was ne 
radioactivity and that the 
bomb 
actually was harmless from a nu­ 
clear standpoint. 
But Capt. Jam es J. Brady, pub­ 
lic 
information officer at 
SAC 
headquarters 
in Omaha, 
Neb., 
disclosed that the bomb that was 
ejected by accident from a Hunt­ 
er Air Force Base B47 Jet bomber 
was a "nuclear component." He 
explained there was no radioae- 
Uvity because there had been ne 
fission of the uranium in the de­ 
vice. 
Brady said, however, that the 
bomb larked only the fuse that la 
necessary to create the fission to 
make an atomic explosion. 
The incident brought immediate 
concern among high ranking con­ 
gressmen and brought fresh de­ 
mands from left wing elements in 
Britain for banning U. S. guided 
missile bases there. 
Search for Scraps 
British papers headlined the ac­ 
cident. 
"This incident is a clear Indica­ 
tion of the dangers involved 
bi 
stationing the H-bomb here," Sir 
Frederick Messer, leader of the 
Laborite faction 
which opposea 
the H-bomb, said in London. Two 
other Laborites announced they 
would bring up the question In 
Parliament. 
Bits of torn and twisted metal 
from the bomb were being hunted 
by Air Force searchers and ap­ 
peals went out to souvenir hunt­ 
ers to return the 
scraps 
they 
picked up in the minutes after the 
accident happened. 
The Air Force said it merely 
wanted to investigate the pieces 
i nd 
insisted there was 
nothing 
radioactive about them. 
Guards Posted on Farm 
Chairman
